ing lives outside CuvU appreciate. In 
visiting prison cells, to have to shake 
hands with a frtlow-betng through the ban, 
of a rage strikes one at b>t very p^nfnlly. 
but whih»o.ursympathies»re nglitl) called 
out to these guilty unfortunates we must 
not allow an> fa|*e sen'-mentality to blind 
119 to the crimes that are here justly meet- 
ing their due punishment, but in judgment 
remember mercy, it is quite difficult, bow- 
ever, for any one, with ordinary human 
sympathies to keep m inch a place the 
sense ol pity and justice evenly balanced 
Inmost men the sentiment weighs so 
more to the foiiner than the latter. In 
conversing with the prisoner: as man with 
man most of them would .readily admit 
the justice of their sentence and in some 
cases be even thankful for the discipline 
of the penitentiary which, as one expressed 
himself, "had made a <n»n of him,"had 
stopped him and others in a career which 
would have landed them eventually m 
deeper abysses of rum and especially of 
that which is at the bottom of most of the 
crimes, we believe, the curse of drink. 
Many arc ihn« , "rapclled quietly to eOl.- 
sider their ways and it, is tobebopedmake 
better resolutions for the future when their 
term expires. They spoke kindly of-their 
keepers admitting that if a man behaved 
himself he was sure of fair treatment 
and 


many little privileges.

few did we receive more hearty shakes of

And in more ways than one this was con- 
firmed by the sad stones »e had to listen 
to, proving that "one touch of nature, even 
'with convicts, makes the whole world km." 
But no man U so very bad, and no man so 
very good as we suppose. -Several of the 
convicts liave become church members 
and communicants, ajul it is to 'be hoped 
sincere ones. Whilst no one should visit 
such air institution . without admitting the 
full justice of what he saw, he would 
"also acknowledge thFprayer of the churclf 
litany, to convey the true and righTleelmg
